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This  is  the  fourth  of  a  series  of  bulletins  giving  estimated  food  balances  for 
some  80  Free  World  countries  in  or  about  the  year  1958.  The  food  balance, 
summarizing  in  statistical  fom  the  food  supply  situation  of  a  country  or  area, 
shows  production,  import  req\iirements ,  export  availabilities,  the  utilization 
of  domestically  consumed  supplies,  and  national  consunqjtion,  both  total  and 
average  per  capita,  of  individual  foods  or  food  groups.  The  methodology 
applied  in  analyzing  the  composition  of  the  food  supply  and  its  disappeai^nce 
through  the  food  balance  approach  is  discussed  in  U.S.D.A.  Agriculture 
Monograph  10,  July  19^1,  which  is  available  in  most  libraries.  Here  it  should 
be  noted  that  many  countries  report  only  a  part  of  their  food  production  while 
few  report  stocks  or  utilization  of  supplies.  To  present  a  reasonably  complete 
picture  of  food  supplies,  it  has  been  often  necessary,  therefore,  to  fill  in 
gaps  t-d-th  estimates  based  on  fragmentary  information  from  scattered  sources. 
Consequently,  the  actual  supply  level  for  individual  foods  and  for  all  foods 
combined  as  indicated  in  the  balances  should  be  regarded  as  approximate 
rather  than  precise, 
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FOOD  BALANCES  IN  FOREIGN  COUNTRIES  , 

PART  IV.     ESTIMATES  FOR  28  COUNTRIES  OF  AFRICA  AND  WESTERN  ASIA  V 

Introduction 

Western  Asia  anci  Africa  have  a  population  of  some  300  million,   or  nearly  10  percent  of 
the  world's  total.     Four- fifths  or  more  depend  on  agriculture  for  a  living.     ComiTwrcial 
agriculture  has  made  marked  progress  in  mary  parts  of  the  area,  as  is  indicated  by  the  fact 
that  it  is  the  world's  major  source  of  palm  oil  produce,   cocoa,  long  staple  cotton,  and  dates, 
and  a  leading  supplier  of  coffee,  peanuts,  flue-cured  tobacco,   oriental  tobacco,  citrus,  and 
filberts.     Most  of  the  farmers,  however,  practice  a  subsistence  type  of  agriculture.     Food 
output  per  capita  is  generally  Iot^,   and  the  area's  production  is  supplemented  to  only  a  minor 
extent  by  imports,   consisting  mostly  of  wheat  and  wheat  flour,  sugar,  and  some  canned  meat 
and  milk. 

Thus,   food  consumption  levels  are  generally  low,  though  the  average  per  capita,  in  terms 
of  energy  value,  is  higher  for  the  area  as  a  whole  than  for  the  densely  populated  Far  East. 
It  also  appears  to  be  high-er  in  nearly  all  countries  of  Western  Asia,   Noarbhem  Africa,  and 
Southern  Africa.     In  most  parts  of  these  regions,  however,  heavy  dependence  on  starchy  foods 
is  as  characteristic  of  the  diet  as  in  the  Far  East. 

Western  Asia 

This  region,  with  about  7^  million  inhabitants,  accounts  for  one-fourth  of  the  area's 
total  population.     The  energy  value  of  Western  Asia's  food  supplies  in  19^8  averaged  a  little 
more  than  2,3^0  calor3.es  per  pei^on  per  day,  with  Turkey  and  Israel  getting  considerably  more 
and  Iran  and  Jordan  considerably  less.     Israel  is  the  only  country  with  a  fairly  high  quality 
diet  that  includes  not  only  substantial  quantities  of  livestock  products  and  fish  but  also  a 
good  deal  of  vegetable  oil  and  sugar.     Elsewhere,  grain  products,  chiefly  wheat,  are  the 
mainstay  of  the  diet,   furnishing  about  two-thirds  of  the  calorie  value  of  the  food  supply. 
Sugar  and  fats  and  oils  furnish  another  13-16  percent.     Consumption  of  fruits  and  vegetables 
is  relatively  high  in  nearly  all  countries. 

At  present  levels  of  consumption.  Western  Asia  as  a  whole  produces  enough  to  meet  most 
of  its  food  requirements.     The  prevailing  trade  patterns,  however,   show  large  exports  and 
imports  of  grain  from  and  into  the  region  at  the  same  time.     In  good  years,   exports  exceed 
ir^ortsj  in  drought  years,  they  may  not,     Syria,  Iran,  Iraq,  and  Turkey  are  generally  net 
exporters  of  grain,  whereas  Jordan,  Israel,  and  Lebanon  regularly  import  a  substantial  part 
of  their  grain  supplies,     Israel  is  also  dependent  on  imported  meat  and,  together  with  most 
other  countries,  contributes  to  Western  Asia's  usual  deficit  in  sugar  and  fats  and  oils. 
At  the  same  time,  the  region  always  has  export  surpluses  of  citrus,  dried  fruit,  and  nuts. 

Northern  Africa 

The  northern  tier  of  countries  in  Africa  has  a  combined  poptilation  of  80  million,  or  a 
little  more  than  one-foiorth  of  the  area's  total.     Food  production  and  consumption  patterns 
there  bear  many  similarities  to  the  patterns  prevailing  in  Western  Asia,  reflecting  in  large 
part  the  many  similarities  in  physical  and  economic  climate.     Average  per  capita  consuu^tion, 
in  terms  of  energy  value,  is  much  the  same  for  the  two  regions  as  a  whole.     However,  tte 
variation  from  country  to  country  in  Northern  Africa — from  about  2,200  to  2,^00  calories  per 
person  per  day  in  19^8 — is  less  than  in  Western  Asia.     Aside  from  Libya,  where  dates  are  a 
main  staple,   grains  account  for  upwards  of  60  percent  of  the  calorie  value  of  the  food 
supply  in  the  countries  of  Northern  Africa,     Wheat  is  the  predominant  grain  for  all  except 
Sudan  and  Ethiopia;  durra,  a  grain  sorghum,  is  the  principal  food  crop  in  Sudan,  and  teff, 
a  native  grain,  in  Ethiopia,

Except  for  Egypt  and  Libya,  the  Northern  African  countries  ustially  prodtice  moi^  food 
than  they  constime.  The  region  as  a  wiiole  is  on  an  export  basis  for  rice,  coarse  grain, 
vegetable  oils,  citrus  fruit,  vegetables,  and  wine.  However,  it  must  iit5)oirt  nearly  all  of 
its  sugar  requirements  and  in  drought  years  large  quantities  of  iiheat.  Wheat  is  the  major 
food  import  of  both  Egypt  and  Libya.  Tunisia,  Algeria,  and  Morocco  combined  are  also 
importers  of  soft  wheat,  but  exports  of  durum  and  some  soft  wheat  exceed  imports. 

Southern  Afl*ica 


Africa  below  the  Sahara,  with  a  population  of  some  1^0  million,  or  close  to  half  of 
the  area's  total,  presents  an  essentially  different  food  supply  picture  from  that  of 
Northern  Africa,  In  this  largely  tropical  region,  roots  and  tubers  (mostly  cassava,  yams, 
and  cocoyaras)  are  an  important  source  of  calories,  outranking  grains  in  some  countries.  In 
many  of  them,  the  major  food  grain  is  not  wheat  but  millet  and  sorghtm,  com  or  rice.  To- 
gether, grain  products  and  roots  and  tubers  supply  nearly  three-fourths  of  the  energy 
value  of  the  region's  food  supply.  This  is  estimated  at  about  2,5^0  calories  per  person 
per  day,  an  average  somefwhat  higher  than  that  for  Northern  Africa,  Most  Southern  African 
countries  have  substantial  numbers  of  livestock,  btrt  keep  few  for  meat  or  milk  and  raise

almost  no  potiltry.     Consinnption  of  dairy  products  and  eggs  exceeds  the  average  for  Northern 
Africa  only  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa, 

Though  a  number  of  Sottthem  African  countries  Ijjqport  seme  food,  mostly  wheat  or  wheat 
flour  and  sugar,  diets  there  consist  almost  entirely  of  home-grown  prodticts.     Most  countries 
also  rely  on  exports  of  one  or  more  food  products  as  impoi'tant  foreign  exchange  earners.  The 

region  as  a  "irtiole  is  a  net  exporter  of  fats  and  oils,   cocoa,  coarse  grains,  and  fruit. 

Detailed  information  on  the  production,  trade,  and  consumption  of  food  products  in  1958 
for  7  Western  Asian  and  21  African  coiintries  may  be  found  in  the  food  balances  here  presented. 
Official  figures  were  used  when  available.     But  official  estimates  for  production  are  far 
from  congslete  for  many  of  the  Western  Asian  and  African  countries;  they  may  reflect  only 
commercial  output  or  only  crop  output  and  livestock  nurfcers  reported  for  tax  purposes.     Hence, 
the  data  on  production  as  well  as  the  utilization  in  the  food  balances  are  largely  FAS 
estimates,  built  vcp  to  show  total  supplies  and   sometimes  based  in  considerable  part  on 
general  knowledge  of  the  consumption  habits  that  prevail  in  the  different  regions.     Even  so, 
the  construction  of  even  rudimentary  food  balances  has  proved  irnpracticable  for  some  African 
and  West  Asian  countries.
